Nazi Says 2,000,000

WARSAW, April 2 (UP) — Ru- 
dolf Hoess, former commander of 
the Nazi.“extermination” camp at 
Auschwitz (Oswiecim), today was 
sentenced to death by hanging for 
his part in the killing of 4,000,000 
persons during Hitler's rule.

15-day trial. He said his wife and 
children, somewhere in Germany, 
might mourn him, but that “if I 
had been ordered to gas and burn 
my wife and five children I would 
have done it, of course.

By Monday, when miners re- 
turn to the pits, all mines in 
southern Illinois should be safe, 
he said,

“Violations could have been 
corrected during operations if the 
operators had taken action,” Perz 
declared. 

After each of his inspections, 
Perz continued, he had discussed 
his recommendations with John- 
son, his assistant, Harry Nier- 
mann, and Brown, béfore sending 
his reports to Washington. 


Hugh White, president of the 
Illinois United Mine Workers, 
was the first witness at last 
night's session. He read a sec- 
tion of the contract between 
the United Mine Workers and the 
Government which placed respon- 
sibility for enforcement of the 
provisions of the safety code on 
the coal mines administlation. 


“Secretary Krug failed to fulfill 
an obligation he signed his name 
he would carry out,” White 
charged, “because there were 
numerous violations of the code 
at this mine. As a result, 111 lives 
were lost, leaving widows and 
orphan children at the mercy of 
the people of Illinois.” — 


Protest Walkout Failed. 

He admitted that he, personally, 
had not complained of conditions 
at the mine to the coal mines ad- 
ministration. 

In explanation, he said, “Capt. 
N. H. Collison, the administrator, 
had told me, in connection with 
a refusal of miners to work at 
another mine in southern IIlinois 
because of safety hazards, that the 
men were engaged in a wildcat 
strike and must return to work.” 
„White, a member of the commit- 
tee which negotiated the national 
contract, related some of the his- 
tory of the signing of the con- 
tract. Harrison Combs, Washing- 
ton, international counsel of the 
United Mine Workers, also dis- 
cussed the history of the contract 
and the powers it gave the Fed- 
eral Government. 

“The Government can enforce 
the safety code by disciplining or 
removing the owner of the mine, 
who is acting as an agent of the 
Government,” he told the commis- 
sion. 

He then read copies of corres- 
pondence between Perz, Capt. 
Collison and the Centralia Co. 
| Perz's report of last Nov. 46 

was called to the attention of the 
| company in a letter from Capt. 

Collison last Nov. 26, Combs said. 

Last Jan. 29, Capt. Collison 
again wrote the company, he con- 
tinued, saying there had been no 
reply to the letter. On March 7, 
Capt. Collison in another letter to 
the company referred. to an an- 
swer which finally had been re- 
ceived, reporting that “a number 
of recommendations now have 
been complied with.” 

Discussing the fact that the 
safety code was adopted last July 
24, whereas the contract specified 
that it be ‘promulgated by June 
28, Combs said, “Secretary Krug 
began the safety code by violat- 
ing a section of the contract.” 

In reply to a question, he con- 
ceded that the violation was the 
failure to promulgate the code 
within the specified time limit. 

Says Code Was Not Enforced. 

He charged that Krug has not 

enforced the code as vigorously as 


— 


he has prosecuted miners for en- 
gaging in wild cat strikes. 

“Miners have been put in prison 
tot striking,” he asserted, “but 
the operators have only received 
letters when their mines are un- 
safe,” 

Because of the manner in which 
Krug and the coal mines admin- 
istrator have administered the 
contract, and because of the re- 
cent Supreme Court decision up- 
holding an injunction issued by a 
lower court, “the miners are not 
now in a position to quit work 
to protect themselves,” Combs as 
serted. 

William A. Gallagher, the fed- 
eral mine inspector representing 
Krug on the commission, com- 
mented in reply, “If that is true, 
it is a sorry state of affairs, If 
those conditions exist, we haven't 
got a semblance of safety in the 
United States today.” , 

He urged that the coal mines 
administrator be required to send 
a personal representative, instead 
of only a letter, when a Mine is 


reported as unsafe. 


W. Randall Compton, Washing- 
ton, general counsel for the coal 
mines administration, who had 
been sitting at Gallagher's elbow 
prompting questions throughout 
the hearing, protested vigorously 
in whispers to Gallagher. 

U.S. Counsel Gives Views. 

After Scanlan and Perz had tes- 
tified, Compton spoke, asserting 
that he felt he should testify in 
view of the statements of White 
and Combs. 

He said that under his interpre- 
tation of the code, a federal in- 
spector cannot close a mine on his 
own authority. 

“However,” Compton declared, 
“if there is imminent or serious 
danger, the inspector shall report 
by telephone to the director of the 
Bureau of Mines, who shall report 
to the coal mines administrator. 

“The administrator may then 
order the men to leave the mine. 
There have been occasions when 
the administrator has done 30, and 
the operators have been removed 
from some mines.” 

Compton turned so that he 
partly faced White, who was sit- 
ting behind him. 

“Tf Mr. White has a letter from 
Krug threatening to invoke the 
Smith-Connally Act because 
miners left their jobs over safety 
conditions, I would like to see it,” 
he said. Under those circum- 
stances, prosecution under the 
Smith-Connally Act is impossible.” 

White said nothing. 

“The delay in the promulgation 
of the safety code was brought 
about by a personal decision by 
Secretary Krug that the first 
draft of the code was inconsistent 
with the primary duty of produc- 
ing coal. Hence, the code had to 
be re-written,” Compton said, 

White, who had said in his pre- 
vious testimony that.the delay was 
a dispute over including regula- 
tions about miners’ washhouses in 
the code, interrupted.

Chairman Unaware of Conditions

Backer of Coal Firms, 
Says He Knew Little of 
Operating Details.

PASADENA, Calif., April 2 nied 
Herbert E. Bell, financial angel 
of the Bell & Zoller interests, 
which include the ill-fated Cen- 
tralia mine where 111 miners died 
in an explosion last week, said at 
his home here today he knew lit- 
tle about the operations of the 
Centralia property. 


The 80-year-old capitalist, chair- 


man of the board of the Bell & 
Zoller Coal Mining Corp., the Bell 
& Zoller Coal Co. and the 
tralia Coal Co., said that he owned 
only one share of stock in the 
Centralia Co. and had not been 
well acquainted with its opera- 
tions for a number of years. 


Cen- 


He said the Bell & Zoller Coal 


Mining Corp. did not own any of 


the Centralia stock which he said 
was vested in various officers of 
the principal Bell & Zoller con- 
cern, “Of course, I feel very deep- 
ly over this tragedy,” he added, it 
is a terrible thing.” 

When asked whether any of his 


coal-mining properties had made 
controbutions 


to the campaign 
funds of Gov. Dwight H. Green 
at the solicitation of state mine 
inspectors, he replied, “Oh. I don't 
think so, I certaiinly don't think 
30.“ 

The aged financier, who keeps 
a keen eye on his investments, 
celebrated his sixtieth anniversary 
in the coal business recently as 
his companies announced attain- 
2 of a total production mark 
of 150-million tons of Illinois coal. 

His real start in coal came at 
about the turn of the century 
when the late James J. Hill com- 
missioned him to buy up Illinois 
coal tonnage to supply Hill's grow- 
ing railroad lines in the northwest. 
Bell often has referred to the 
success of his buying commission 
from Hill as the turning point in 
his career, + 

Organized in 1896. 

Bell, who started out with a Chi- 
cago wholesale coal firm in 1887, 
organized the Bell & Zoller Co. 
in 1896, but its first attempt at 
direct operation didn't come until 
1906 when it bought the Centralia 
Coal Co. Fourteen years later it 
leased and reopened the old Zeig- 
ler No. 1 mine in Franklin county 
and in 1918 developed another 
Zeigler mine there. For a short 
time it operated a mine at Peoria. 
Bell and Zoller mines currently 
produce four million tons of coal 
a year. 

Distribution of its production is 
concentrated in Missouri, Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Nebras- 
ka and Iowa. 

Until comparatively recent years 
Bell functioned as the presiding 
genius of the organization he cre- 
ated. It has always had inte- 
grated control with few changes 
in key personnel. Most executives 
have risen from the ranks. There 
have been various changes in the 
financial alignment of some of the 
companies, but the elderly Bell 
has remained the dominant finan- 
cial influence. 

H. F. McDonald, president of the 
Bell & Zoller Coal Co., came up 
He was 
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HERBERT E. BELL 
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became president after Bell be- 
came chairman of the board. 
McDonald has admitted to the 
Post-Dispatch that, although he is 
federal agent for the mines, he 
had “no idea” what went on there 


and merely passed on official no- 
tifications of safety hazards found 
by federal mine inspectors to W. 
P. Young, operating head of the 
company. McDonald did not fol- 
low them up. 

“Hell, I don’t know anything 
about a coal mine,“ McDonald ad- 
mitted: He said he handled 
the sales end and had full confi- 
dence in the operating abilities of 
Young, who has had more than 
20 years of experience as a pro- 
ducer, 

Tightly Knit Group. 

Others in the Bell & Zoller or- 
ganization who came up through 
the ranks include C. W. Peterson, 
treasurer of the various compa- 
nies which effectively function to 
gether regardless of corporate dis- 
tinctions. He started in the gen- 
eral office. H. E. Baldwin, a di- 
rector of the companies, has been 
one of Bell's aids on finances. In 
short, the mining concern has al- 
ways been a tightly knit outfit 
with an avowed cleavage of opera- 
tions ‘between sales and produc- 
tion. 

Bell & Zoller got its first real 
impetus in World War I when 
the coal market boomed. Its 
Illinois mines reputedly reaped a 
fortune. It did well, too, in the 
twenties. It flourished with the 
rest of the industry throughout 
World War II and in the reconver- 
sion period. 

The Centralia mine, the Post- 
Dispatch learned, was abandoned 
on April 1, 1923, partly because it 
was regarded as a “high cost” 
mine from the standpoint of oper- 
ating expenses in a competitive 
field. It was reopened in the fall 
of 1926, in time to reap the bene- 
fits of the British general strike. 

Many of Bell’s other ‘interests 
stem from his coal mining prop- 
erties. He formed and controls 
the Cardox Corp., a major outfit

McDonald said he would not act 
on such reports if ‘he had the 
authority to do so, as he was not 
a practical mining man. Young is 
a former miner. “That (handling 
of safety conditions) was Young's 
province,” McDonald said, “and I 
have complete confidence in 
Young.” 

Since he issued a statement 
Monday night, as to the company’s 
financial responsibility to the 
families of victims, Young has 
refused to permit reporters of 
metropolitan papers to enter his 
office, and has declined to talk 
with them on the street or in the 
local hotel. 

Young, in his statement Monday, 
expressed sympathy for the be- 
reaved families, and said. that 
“every lawful claim arising out 
of this tragedy can and will be 
paid in full.” He said that “every- 
thing possible will de done to as 
certain the cause of the accident, 
as soon as the mine can be re 
opened.“ 

Young’s statement was given 
out through Verne E. Joy, pub- 
lisher of the local afternoon paper, 
Centralia Sentinel. 

When ‘reporters of metropolitan 
papers sent a note to Young, ask- 
ing a conference in order to list 
recommendations with which the 
company had complied, Young did 
not take the trouble to reply.

The relief rolls, Carter esti- 
mated, will increase to 11,000 cases 
by July and to about 20,000 cases, 
or 52,000 persons, by next Feb- 
ruary.

At present, Carter reported, 
there are 48,092 dependent children 
in Missouri receiving grants. In 
March, the payments averaged

WASHINGTON, April 2 (APF) — 
The Government tried to bolster 
its coal mine services today, amid 
threats of an extended shutdown 
of “unsafe” mines. 

The six-day work stoppage 
called by John L. Lewis in mem- 
ory of the 111 victims of the Cen- 
tralia (III.) mine explosion is due 
to end Sunday night. Union offi- 
cials in two Midwest districts have 
declared, however, that the miners 
there will not work next week in 
pits they regard as too dangerous. 

Because of the possibility. that 
still other diggers might extend 
the memorial period on their own, 
the 500 employes of the Solid 
Fuéls Administration have been 
placed on a standby basis while 
that agency is being liquidated. 

So far as its legal status is con- 
cerned, the SFA was wiped out 
with expiration of the second war 
powers act at midnight Sunday— 
the time Lewis set for the start 
of the unprecedented nationwide 
mourning period. That also was 
the date the United Mine Work- 
ers’ chief set for the expiration of 
his winter strike truce—later re- 
voked after the Supreme Court 
upheld his and the union’s con- 
tempt convictions. 

The agency’s chief functions in 
previous mine shutdowns has been 
to set up allocation rules to spread 
the supply of coal among essential 
users. That authority expired 
with the War Powers Act, how- 
ever, and Congress would have to 
renew it if similar action must be 
taken in the days or weeks ahead. 

Union Assails Krug. 

Heads of Utah's 4100 United 
Mine Workers called for the 
ouster of Krug today, asserting 
that his “negligence” caused “the 
slaughter and wholesale murder” 
of the 111 men killed at Cen- 
tralia. a 
In letters to President Truman 
and the Utah congressional dele- 
gation, Arthur Biggs; secretary of 
the AFL Carbon County Mine 
Workers and the Carbon county 
miner's executive union council, 
wrote: 

“Mr. Krug has not in any one 
instance in the industry closed 
a mine that was unsaze, removed 
its manager, or made any effec- 
tive attempt to have the law and 
his own code of .tandards com- 
plied with, as recommended by his 
own inspectors.” 


Boyd Consideration Delayed. 

Senator Butler (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, said today the Senate Lands 
Committee which he heads has 
postponed indefinitely its consid- 
eration of the nomination of Dr. 
James Boyd to become director 
of the Bureau of Mines. 

Lewis has objected to Truman’s 
appointment of Boyd, contending 
that Boyd is unqualified for the 
post because he lacks coal mining 
experience. 

Butler told a reporter that 
Lewis’s opposition had “nothing 
at all” to do with the committee 
postponement. 

Likewise, he said President 
Truman’s request to Dr. R. R. 
Sayers to remain as mines bureau 
director for the time being was 
net responsible for canceling a 
committee session scheduled for 
today. 

“It was due to the press of af- 
fairs,” Butler said, “It is difficult 
right now to get a quorum pres- 
ent because members are tied up 
in other committee meetings.” 
“Thinly-Veiled, Mocking Strike.” 

Representative Reeves (Rep.), 
Missouri, told the House today 
that the soft coal miners’ mourn- 
ing period is “a thinly veiled and 
mocking strike“ ordered with 
“contemptuous disregard” of a 
Supreme Court decision. 

‘It is obvious to every thinking 
citizen that Lewis is more inter-

BELL CONFERENCE 
IN WASHINGTON 


Company Agrees to Plan 
of Schwellenbach, on 
Word It Is Not Enter- 


ing National Pact. 


The Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone Co, has agreed to meet in 
Washington with representatives 
of Southwestern Telephone Work- 
ers’ Union as requested by Secre- 
tary of Labor Schwellenbach, it 
was announced today by Federal 
Conciliator A. E. Johnson. 

Johnson said the company 
agreed to the transfer at a con- 
ference with him this morning, 
after being assured that its nego- 
tiations would not be part of a 
national wage determination for 
the telephone industry. The Wash- 
ington meeting will be held at 10 
a. m. Friday. 

Previously the company had an- 
nounced it would not accept 
Schwellenbach’s invitation to take 
the talks to the capital because, it 
contended, it had offered to arbi- 
trate wages on the basis of going 
rates in each local area and could 
not see any purpose in “directly 
participating in any negotiations 
designed to establish a ‘master 
wage pattern for the entire Bell 
system.” 

The union yesterday accepted 
the invitation. A spokesman said 
it felt it had to co-operate to the 
“greatest degree within our pow- 
er“ when the Department of La- 
bor asked it to take any steps to 
avert the strike, scheduled 
throughogt the country for 7 a.m. 
Monday.

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BIG 4 AGREE ON NECESSITY 
OF GOVERNMENT FOR REICH 


Provisional Administration Is Made Contin- 
gent on Economic Unity — Disagree- 
ment on Details.

MOSCOW, April 2 (UP) — The 
Council of Foreign Ministers to- 
day agreed in principle to the ne- 
cessity of creating a provisional 
German government as soon as 
possible, Before the agreement 
was made, however, the ministers 
approved British Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevfh's statement 
that establishment of a provisional 
government was contingent upon 
economic unity of Germany—an 
issue they had passed over tem- 
porarily after failure to break a 
deadlock over reparations. 

At the end of the meeting Bevin 
proposed sending the question of 
provisional government to a spe- 
cial co-ordinating committee to 
draft a directive because, he said, 
today's debate had revealed such 
“a large area of agreement” on 
a agate despite minor differ- 


may addition, the ministers agreed 
to accept as a basis for discussion 
British proposals for stages of de- 
velopment of a provisional gov- 
ernment, with one American res- 
ervation, Secretary of State George 
C. Marshall disagreed with the 
British plan to establish a provi- 
sional constitution before a pro- 
visional government, The Amer- 
icans want the provisional govern- 
ment to be the keystone of the 
process for pi ee of a con- 
stitution. 
United States-Russian Differences. 

The major differences during to- 
day’s debate were over a proposi-. 


tion for the provisional govern- 
ment. The United States wants a 
provisional government formed by 
the presidents of the various Ger- 
man states. Russian Foreign Com- 
missar V. M. Molotov insisted that 
the. provisional government also 
include representatives of political 
parties, trade unions and anti- 
Nazi organizations. Bevin agreed 
to consult political parties and 
trade unions, but he rejected any 
reference to anti-Nazi organiza- 
tions. 

The tone of today’s meeting, ac- 
cording to those present, va ao 
in no way the failure of the min- 
isters to reach agreement on eco- 
nomic issues.

United States Letter on China. 


Before the confererfce session, 
Marshall made public a letter he 
sent Molotov and Bevin in ac- 
cordance with their agreement to 
exchange information on China 
by April 1. Bevin decided not to 
submit any information and Molo- 
tov’s information has “not been 
made public. 

Marshall's letter mentioned that 
the United States has “no infor- 
mation”. about the disposition of 
700,000 Japanese prisoners taken 
by the Russians in Manchuria. 
By June 1, Marshall said, Amer- 
ican military and naval personne! 
in China will have been, reduced 
to 6180 men, only one-third of 
them combat troops. 


American officials have sus- 
pected for a long time that Jap- 
anese prisoners are being used for 
labor in Siberia, but they do not 
have any proof. About 10 days 
ago the Russians admitted they 
were holding more than 800,000 
German prisoners on Soviet soil. 


Marshall also sent to Molotov 
President Truman’s statements on 
policy on China as issued in De- 
cember 1945 and December 1946.

Marshall reviewed the steps 
taken since his return from China 
last January, including termina- 
tion of America’s connection with 
the truce headquarters in China 
which was set up early in 1946. 
He told Molotov that this action 
had permitted “a substantial re- 
duction “in the number of United 
States military forces required in 
China and that “removals are con- 
tinuing as rapidly as shipping be- 
comes available.” 

Marshall, as well as everyone 
else here, knows 
Moscow meeting unless the Ger- 
man reparations issue is settled.

appointed director of the State De- 
partment of Mines and Minerals 
by Gov. Frank O, Lowden, The 
appointment, Medill said, was 
made at the request of the Illinois 
Coal Operators’ Association and 
the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

He served as mines director also 
under Gov, Len Small until 1923. 
After leaving office, he promoted 
a coal company at Verona, III. 

In 1925, he sold his stock in this 
company and went to Western 
Canada as vice president of the 
Leland Coal Co. at Taber, Al- 
berta. 

Returning to the United States 
in 1927, he went west to become 
general superintendent of the Mof- 
fat Coal Co, at Oak Creek, Colo. 
He resigned nine years later. 

Gov. Edwin C. Johnson of Colo- 
rado, now United States Senator, 
commissioned Medill to make a 


complete survey of all Colorado 
mines following an explosion at 
the Monarch Mine, north of Den- 
ver. The survey was completed, 
and his recommendations for 
safety measures drafted 
within six months, 
Returns to Mlinois. 

Medill returned to Illinois about 
1938. His home is at Roanoke, in 
Woodford county. He supported 
Green in the 1940 gubernatorial 
campaign, and returned to the di- 
rectorship of the mines depart- 
ment on Jan, 7, 1941. 

In January, 1942, a truck collided 
with Medill’s automobile, and Me- 
dill’s legs were smashed. Friends 
feared he might never be able to 
walk again, but after a year he 
was able to return to his desk. 
He cannot walk long distances. 

Emphasizing his long and close 
association with the miner’s or- 
ganization, Medill pointed out that 
he served as president of the 
UMW local at Springfield when he 
worked for the Peabody Coal Co. 
in the early 1900s. Before that, he 
said, he was a member of the pit 
committee which handled griev- 
ances with the management, 

As Mines Director. 

In his terms of service as mines 

director, Medill said, he “worked 


were 


for” the State Mining Board. The 
four members of the board are 
appointed by the Governor and 
draw $1000 a year each. The di- 
ector is-their executive officer, 
he said, . 

His own practice, he said, was 
to call on more than one inspec- 
tor, usually a commission of three, 
to study any problems on which 
he might differ with a district in- 
spector. Sometimes, in. such a 

ase, he said, he would select a 
union representative to take part 
in such a study, This manner of 
procedure, he said, was his own 
idea, and not a department rule. 

Medill said it was customary for 
the Governor to consult him on 
appointments of inspectors, and 
that the two miners’ § unions, 
United Mine Workers. and Pro- 
gressive Mine Workers, also were 
consulted,

CIO SURVEY SAYS 
210 STEEL WAGE 
~-BOOST 15 NEEDED 


New Nathan Report Dis- 
closed, Asserts It Can 


Be Paid Without In- 


creasing Prices. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., April 2 
(UP)—Economist Robert R. Na- 
than, in a report on the steel in- 
dustry prepared for the CIO Unit- 
ed Steel Workers, concludes that 
steel workers must have a 21-cent- 
an-hour wage increase to recover 
economic loss through increased 
cost of living, it was learned to- 
day. 

His report, entitled “Economic 
Factors Relating to Wage Nego- 
tiations in the Steel Industry for 
1947,” holds that United States 
Steel Corp. and the other big com- 


panies of the industry can grant 
a substantial wage boost without 
increasing prices or seriously im- 
pairing profits. 

The report, a sequel to a previ- 
@us report by the former Govern- 
ment economist, has been kept 


secret by the union in its negotia- 
tions with United tes Steel 
Corp. for a new agreement to re- 
place the present contract, which 
expires April 30. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
has described his union's wage de- 
mands only as “substantial.” 

The Nathan steel report, in 


which he was assisted by Oscar 
Gass and G. Griffith Johnson, 
states flatly: 

“The steel industry can afford 
to grant a substantial wage in- 
crease at the present time without 
further raising its prices and 
while preserving a substantial re- 
turn on its invested capital.” 


Other Conclusions. 

Other conclusions reached were: 

1. The profit position in the 
steel industry is perhaps more 
favorable now than at any time 
in peacetime history. 

2. The position of the steel 
worker is worse now than for 
many years. 

3. A settlement of the current 
situation must be reached “by 
reasoned negotiations on the 
facts without a crippling work 
stoppage.” 

The report stated that calcula- 
tions were based on the study of 
19 companies of the steel indus- 
try, representing 90 per cent of 
the total ingot capacity. 


The report estimates that if 
United States Steel operates at- 95 
per cent of capacity it can earn a 
profit of $136,000,000 if it grants a 
30 cent increase; $181,000,000 
if it grants a 20-cent boost. 

If operations dropped to 75 per 
cent of capacity, the report states, 
a 30-cent increase would still per- 
mit a profit of $50,000,000, or a 

cent increase $86,000,000. 
At 50 per cent cperations, a 30- 
cent increase would result in a 
$31,000,000 loss, while a 20-cent in- 


crease would permit a profit of 
$8,000,000. 

The report warned against ad- 
justing wage-price policy to a low 
level of operation because “it 
tends to create the very condi- 
tions that are feared.” 

The Profit Outlook, 


Concerning profits, the report 
stated: 

“The demand for steel presses 
on the limits of capacity. So long 
as the United States does not mis- 
manage its economic affairs so as 
to produce a serious decline in 
effective demand and employment. 
there is cogent reason to antici- 


pate very high level operations 


for years to come.” 

The report stated that steel 
prices “are higher now than ever 
except during the runaway infla- 
tion of World War I. The profit 
outlook of the steel industry un- 
der the cost-price structure is en- 
tirely without precedent in our 
peacetime history and even above 
World War II levels.” 

Summing up, the report stated: 

“A heavy weight. of responsibil- 
ity rests upon both labor and man- 
agement to conduct... negotia- 
tions in a reasonable way and 
with primary attention to the na- 
tional interest. A prolonged dis- 
pute in the steel industry will cre- 
ate a national emergency. 


“The American people will, 
therefore, not lightly pardon either 
labor or management should either 
party provoke a work stoppage 
without making every possible ef- 
fort to reach an agreement 
through reasoned negotiations on 
facts which — though subject to 
some uncertainties and to some 
legitimate differences on interpre- 
tation—are sufficiently conclusive 
to indicate the broad range of 
possibilities.”

For the future, the United Na- 
tions is also the skelton of a gen- 
uine world organization, capable 
of solving major problems, but 
for the present it ean only de- 
bate, and cannot solve these ma- 
jor problems because of the West- 
ern-Soviet split.

The king’s body was dressed in 
a marshal’s uniform. King Paul 
remained by the deathbed most of 
the night and aided priests in 
lifting the body into the coffin, 
An honor troop of Greek Evzones 
dressed in national costume stood 
guard by the coffin.

But 
the future peace and prosperity of Europe depend primarily on the 
political structure gf the German 


system of local autonomy suffi- 
cient to prevent any control of the 
entire nation by a dictator or by 
a single authoritarian political 
party. Yet its inherent weak- 
nesses are Only too apparent. 


Obstacles in Execution. 

The traditional German states 
had less and less self-government 
from 1870 to 1933, and none what- 
ever after Adolph Hitler came to 
power. Particularism, which once 
had so much strength in southern 
Germany, in Saxony, and in the 
Rhineland, has lost its popular 
support. Only the oldest Germans 
have had any personal experience 
of its advantages. It is fantastic 
to think that, if the Germans now 
adopt a constitution modeled on 
that of the United States, they 
must automatieally become zeal- 
ous in the preservation of states’ 
rights. 


No true federal system can be 
re-established in Germany unless 
the Germans of tomorrow are con- 
vinced that their self-interest will 
be better served by state auton- 
omy. How can that conviction 
be created unless the Germans of 
today are permitted to enjoy local 
self-government for a considerable 
length of time, free from the con- 
trol of any national government? 

If the American proposals are 
adopted the powers granted to 
the respective states will be whit- 
tled down by the German nation- 
alists whenever they think they 
can get away with it. And if, 
after the passage of some years, 
a majority of the Germans de- 
mand a far greater measure of 
political centralization, is it likely 
that the United States will then 
step in to prevent them from hav- 
ing it?

1. The Centralia Coal Co. This interlocking

2. State Department of Mines. Although charged 


by law with enforcing the state mine safety law, 


Robert M. Medill, who resigned yesterday as 
State Director of Mines, refused to back up his 
‘inspector. When the inspector predicted a dust 
explosion, Medill said: “We'll just have to take 
that chance.” He shrugged off other warnings. 

Moreover, he personally led his inspection staff 
in a political shakedown of coal operators to 
raise a “department quota” of $25,000. When 
Inspector Scarilan rebelled at political undercut- 
ting of mine safety work, Medill told him he was 
“just too damned honest.” 


3. Gov. Dwight H. Green. One year and 22 
days before the explosion, members of UMWA 
Local No. 52 wrote to Gov. Green personally be- 
cause they could get no protection from Director 
Medill or his department. They begged their 
Governor to “please save our lives.” 

Questioned after the disaster, Gov. Green said: 


There is no further record in my office.” When 


he spoke, three of the four committee signers 
were dead. They had told their Governor what 
would happen and he was so unmoved that he 
might better have been a timber prop in the 


mine. 


4. Role of the Federal Government. When the 
Federal Government tock over the coal mines to 
assure continued production, it assumed not only 
control but responsibility for safety as well. Safe- 
ty was promoted through announcement last 
July of a Federal Safety and Practice Code, un- 
der which the Coal Mines Administrator has au- 
thority to discipline or replace an operating man- 
ager of a mine who fails to correct safety 
breaches. This is a clear obligation. : 

The federal inspection staff is smal] and its 
work is actually in process of development. Fed- 
eral facilities do not yet compare with those of 
a mining state like Illinois. 


5. State vs. Federal Guilt. With negligence in 
so many quarters, the danger is that the faithless 
state officials will seek to escape through politi- 
cal pressure, What will be attempted in the way 
of. buck passing was suggested the day after the 
disaster when tor Brooks arose in Washing- 
ton to demand F one-sided investigation. His

6. Local Investigation and Prosecution. The 
record shows that the widows and orphans can- 
not count on the Governor and his now resigned 
Director of Mines to make the guilty pay. As 
for local prosecution, it is complicated by the 
fact that most of the victims lived in Marion 
County whereas they lost their lives within Wash- 
ington County. 

Thus, the responsibility to assist a grand jury 
in marshalling evidence and bringing indictments 
rests on State’s Attorney Wilbert J. Hohlt of 
Nashville. It is for this reason that Mr. Hohlt 
should not serve on the state investigating com- 
mission but should jenlously guard his inde- 


pendence.

J. Indictments should be brought against 
all, no matter how high the office or station, 
who can be shown to have gambled with 
human life. :

8. The responsible prosecuting officer should 
scrupulously protect himself from all outside 
involvements, : 
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Farmers as a Pressure Group 

Wheat growers complain that it is not they, 
but the speculators, who benefit when wheat rises 
toward $3, This is only partly true. The specu- 
lators and grain dealers get most of the profit in 
the rise in the price of last year’s wheat, but the 
movement also affects the price of the crop to 
be harvested next summer. 

We have made the point that the public 
whose taxes subsidize agriculture and guaran- 
tee farmers a fair price for crops in poor times 
should be protected from runaway inflation in 
farm prices. There is no such protection now 
and évery time someone rises in Congress to pro- 
pose that protection be provided, the farm lobby 
swats him down. | 

Judging from letters we have received, some 
farmers recognize that this is wrong. They see 
that it is unfair and they see also that high 
swings in farm prices cause overly large plant- 
ings of the high-priced commodity and bring a 
dangerous reaction. . 
But the number who see this is small. Until 
their number increases and they band together 
to counteract the influence of the more greedy 
farmers who call the signals for the farm lobby, 
there is no danger of speaking too harshly of 
farmers as a pressure group. 

That applies not only to wheat and cotton farm- 
ers, who have prevented proper yegulation of the

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futures market, but also to other groups such as 
wool growers, who through tariffs and subsidies 
reach into the consumers’ pockets for a billion 
dollars a year. 

Farmers are just as unprepossessing a pres- 
sure group as any other—and far more power- 
ful than most. Their greed can be counteracted 
only by the outcry of organized consumers, and 
such an outcry is overdue, 
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The Elections 


There is guidance for both Democrats and Re- 


publicans in Martin H. Kennelly's smashing vie- 
tory in Chicago. His 273, 000-vote margin —which 
is more than twice Ed Kelly’s four years ago— 
is a triumph over both the Green state organiza- 
tion and the Democratic City Hall crowd who 
had no choice but to work for Kennelly. Realiz- 
ing that Chicago had its fill of Kelly, Democratic 
leaders turned to an independent business man 
in their ranks, who could command widespread 
respect and following. Independent voters ac- 
cepted his assurance that he was “under no ob- 
ligation to any man or group of men.” 

Conversely, the guidance for the Republicans 
is that they cannot win in 1948 with party hacks. 
Russell Root was such a hack. Further guidance 
is that it is foolish to inject international issues, 
as the G.O.P. did, into a municipal election, Un- 
doubtedly, however, disclosure of shocking in- 
competence in the Green Administration, follow- 
ing the mine disaster, cost the Republicans votes. 
At the same time, the Republicans gained seven 
aldermanic seats so that, with 18 of 50, they now 
have their largest number in 16 years. 

Although St. Louis had daylight saving as a 
war measure and it was continued by a city or- 
dinance, the first test of the people's wishes was 
had yesterday, when daylight saving was ap- 
proved by a substantial margin. It was opposed 
by theaters, whose business is hurt by the extra 
hour of daylight, and by others who feel it robs 
them of a cool hour of sleep in the morning.

According to Mah- 
lon Wallace Jr., chairman of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Library, the submission of this tax was a “po- 
litical subterfuge” to relieve the City of Ladue 
from paying the higher county tax. ; 

The result in the St. Louis School Board elec- 
tion shows but little discrimination, The voters 
can hardly be expected to inform themselves of 
the records of a large number of candidates for 
the board and to choose the best. The task 
should be simplified by adapting to the Board of 
Education the non-partisan court plan, whereby 
Circuit Judges in St, Louis are appointed to of- 
fice, subject-to ratification at the polls. A feasi- 
ble bill to accomplish the change is pending at 
Jefferson City and should be enacted, 

In East St. Louis the machine, by open intimi- 
dation of voters, the wholesale purchase of votes 
and the undisguised juggling of ballot boxes, has 
obtained a result on the basis of which it claims 
election of the Mayor and three of the four City 
Commissioners, Observers estimate that the ma- 
chine spent more than $200,000 yesterday buying 
votes and paying off its pressure men. This is 
a situation which demands investigation and ac- 
tion by both state and local authorities. Unfor- 
tunately, local authorities, under State’s Attor- 
ney Zerweck, can be expected to do nothing.

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Greece and Iran—a False Analogy 

Those who have attempted to draw an analogy 
between the Greek and the Iranian cases in 
pressing their complaint against President Tru- 
man for by-passing the United Nations have 
overlooked a vitally important peint. It is true 
that to all appearances the United Nations. Se- 
curity Council was successful in forcing Russian 
withdrawal from Iran after hearing the appeal 
of the Iranian Ambassador, And it is argued 
from this that the Council could have taken 
equally successful action in the case of Greece. 

It does not at all follow, however, and for 
this reason. Under the terms of the U.N. Char- 
ter, Russia as a party to the dispute would have 
had no vote, and therefore no power of veto in 
the Iranian dispute. When the question of keep- 


ing the case on the Council’s agenda came up- 


for a vote, the Russian delegate, Mr. Gromyko, 
tacitly acknowledged this fact by boycotting the 
Council’s meetings. 

In the Greek case, on the other hand, Russia 
would not directly be a party to any dispute now 
‘in sight, since the complaint of the Greek Gov- 
ernment, or of the United States Government, if 
either should bring it to the Council, would lie 
against one or more of Russia’s satellite states, 
rather than against the U.S. S. R. itself. There- 
fore, Russia would have a vote, and with it a 
veto power, just as it had, and exercised it, in 
the case of Britain’s complaint against Russia's 
satellite Albania.

If there were no Communists in Greece, 
the Greek Government would have to in- 
vent them. For im order to survive, the 
Athenian regime must do something to im- 
prove the desperate economic situation in 
Greece. This necessitates large financial 
assistance from abroad, and since Britain 
has no more pounds to spare, the United 
States is the only possible banker, 


But if Mr, Truman had appealed to 
Capitol Hill for funds to invest solely in the 
economic reconstruction of Greece, he 
would surely have been turned down. Only 
a Congress scared to death by a vision of 
Greece being dragged behind the iron cur- 
tain is likely to vote assistance on the re- 
quired scale. 

The result is that the Communist danger 
has been played up, and the real menace 
in Greece, the abysmal poverty which a 
corrupt and inefficient Government cannot 
cope with, the menace which swells the 
ranks of the partisans, has been played 
down, 

Last May the U.N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization (FAO) sent a mission to 
Greece to study agriculture, fisheries and 
related industries and to make recom- 
mendations for their rehabilitation and de- 
velopment, 


The Poverty That Is Greece 


Greek losses in the war were prodigious. 
Yet, with so much work to be done, unem- 
ployment is rife. Compared to totalitarian 
Yugoslavia, which suffered devastation on 
a similar scale, “democratic” Greece has 
shown little energy in tackling the job of 
reconstruction. 

Even before the war Greece was one of 
the most poverty-stricken countries in 
Europe. Mainly agricultural, it was at- 
tempting to support far too large a popula- 
tion on its soil. 
mission reports, cropland per person on 
farms is only 1.31 acres—about the same as 
in India. 

What is needed in Greece is more inten- 
sive cultivation by a smaller number of 
farmers, but, to achieve that, industries 
must be developed to drain off the. surplus 
population and expand the market for farm 
products, 

The outstanding recommendation of the 
FAO mission—the development of the 
neglected Greek water resources—is related 
to both these objectives, A systematic 
program of water control and development 
must be the first step toward making 
Greek agriculture more productive. In con- 
nection with such projects, the mission pro- 
poses hydroelectric developments large and 
small, 


Sharp Criticisms From FAO 


Apart from such specific plans, the mis- 
sion makes a number of recommendations 
regarding agricultural research and educa- 
tion, reconstruction of transport, develop- 
ment of fisheries, encouragement of ¢€o- 
operatives, emigration, and so forth. 


But its members obviously realized that 


the best of schemes will be still-born unless 
handled by government midwives with 
clean hands and some degree of energy and 
technica] skill, Hence their report goes 
somewhat beyond their terms of reference 
by suggesting basic Government reforms in 
a manner that implies sharp criticism of 
the prevailing system. 

The mission’s comments on the present 


On the average, the FAO - 


Greek tax structure are revealing. It points 
out that the present system is extremely re- 
gressive, with the burden weighing far more 
heavily on the poor than on the well-to-do, 
Only about 15 per cent of the current rev- 
enue comes from direct taxes on profits, 
rents and real property; the remainder is 
raised by imposts on “almost every stage in 
production, transportation and trade,“ with 
the result that the production and market- 
ing of goods are both inhibited. 

As the report points out, “the tax structure 
is responsible, in part at least, for the ex- 
ceedingly unequal distribution of wealth 
and income in Greece”—an inequality dem- 
onstrated by the contrast in Athens be- 
tween the luxurious living of the few and 
the rags and hunger of the many, 


Aid Conditioned on Reform 


The mission suggests that the Greek 
Government should seek technical aid from 
the United Nations and financial assistance 
from the World Bank. But, it hints un- 
mistakably, such aid should be conditioned 
on internal reform. 

Now that President Truman has pushed 
the U.N, out of the picture and assumed 
for the United States the economic and 
moral burden of Greek resuscitation, I hope 
he will be equally insistent on radical 
changes in the Greek system of adminis- 
tration and fiscal and economic policies, 


Otherwise Greece is likely to turn out an 
exceedingly bad investment, with the bulk 
of the American taxpayers’ money ending 
up in the pockets of the Greek Govern- 
ment’s rich supporters, and Communism

One of the most exciting literary discov- 
eries of recent years has been A. L. Rowse, 
The present reviewer still recalls with de- 
light the experience two years ago of com- 
ing across his volume “The English Spirit.” 
What was remarkable about that volume 
was not its extraordinary readability—Ox- 
ford dons should write readable history— 
but the rare versatility of talent, the per- 
fection of style, the charm of the man’s 
mind, the many signs of genuine literary 
genius. Now he has confirmed these im- 
pressions in his new book. 

Rowse is a natural master of that long 
neglected literary form, the essay. His 
prose style is ideal, full of poetry and feel- 
ing and achieving beautifully embroidered 
phrases, And with it goes sound learning 
such as one associates with Oxford—which 
few scholars, incidentally, carry so lightly— 
and an ability to bridge the often yawning 
gulf separating the man in the ivory tower 
from the man in the street below.

As for versatility, Rowse can write not 
only scholarly dissertations’ about Queen 
Elizabeth or some forgotten worthy of the 
seventeenth century, but can turn an adept 
hand to the macabre in a manner worthy of 
Edgar Allan Poe, as witness the first three 
stories in the present volume. He also has 
the touch for the sentimental essay. Here 
his style is comparable to the best in R. I. 
Stevenson’s “Travels With a Donkey.” 

What gives special flavor to his writing 
and supplies much of his material is the 
fact that he is a Cornishman. He makes 
it quite clear that this distinguishes him 
from the common herd of Englishmen fully 
as much as if he were a Welshman or a 
Scot. His pages are.filled with the unmis- 
takable atmosphere of that romantic and 
remote part of England. in whose history, 
traditions and legends, he is steeped, much 
of which is still unspoiled and bewitchingly 
lovely and full of “fragments of forgotten 
people.”

It was appropriate for Rowse to intro- 
duce us to the Kilvert Diary. For this, like 
himself, is a recent literary find. Back in 
the 1870s a young clergyman named Francis 
Kilvert kept a diary into which went im- 
pressions of people and things, particularly 
of hature observed in the course of roam- 
ings far and wide over the countryside of 
the Welsh border, A young man he was, 
with the soul of a poet, the knack of writ- 
ing lovely prose, an interesting personality 
and a most observant mind; with the result 
that west-country life of the period is most 
attractively mirrored for us in his delicate- 
ly wrought pages. Rowse places the diary 
among the best half-dozen ever written in

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FOR POLISH PLIGHT 


Says ‘Communists Rule 
‘Satellite State’—De- 
clares Soviets Endan- 
ger World Peace. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (UP)— 
Arthur Bliss Lane made it clear 
today that he believes Russia 
mainly responsible for the “trag- 
edy of Poland.” 

Lane resigned as ambassador to 
Poland Monday, explaining he did 
so in order to be free to discuss 
the subject as a private citizen. 


At a press conference yesterday, 
he said that: 

1. Poland is a Soviet “satellite 
state” governered by Commu- 
nists, although only “10 per cent 
or less” of the Polish people 
belong to that party. 

2. Russia is ehdangering the 
peace of Europe by destroying 
the independence of countries 
such as Poland. Russia may go 
“too far to turn back” in its 
satellite program and lead world 
affairs into a “dangerous” and 
“critical impasse.” 

3. The United States and Rus- 
sia can come to some agreement 
on their world positions “if Rus- 
sia meets us half way,” but such 
an agreement is impossible “so 
long as Russia follows an ex- 
pansionist policy.” 

4. The United States. should 
withhold any assistance for Po- 
land—other than food to pre- 
vent starvation—which would 
allow the present unrepresenta- 
tive government to strengthen 
its hold on the Polish people. 
Lane said the United States still 

may be able to help Greece and 
Turkey along lines proposed by 
President Truman, “but it may 
already be too late to help Poland 
and other countries that are un- 
der Soviet domination.” 

He hoped that the Polish peo- 
ple would not revolt against the 
present government because, he 
said, such a move would be put 
down with “severity” by Russian 
and Polish troops. 

Lane said the Catholic chureh 
in Poland has not been greatly 
molested. However, the Polish 
people, who are 95 per cent Cath- 
olic, are much disturbed by the in- 
roads which Conimunism has 
made in Poland.

And the American plan must, of 
course, be appraised in the light 
of the Russian proposals. Foreign 
Minister Molotov has said that 
the Soviet Union: favors the estab- 
lishment of a constitutional struc- 
ture similar to that of the Wei- 
mar Republic. What Moscow de- 
sires is a German state in which 
it will be possible for the whole 
country to be controlled from the 
national capital by g single politi- 
cal group, namely, the “Unified 
Working Class,” organized as a 
German Communist party. 

Were the Soviet project to be 
accepted, the rest of the world 
would eventually confront the 
Same menace as that which arose 
after the World War I, and the 
Germany of the immediate future 
would be a pawn in the hands of 
the Kremlin. It is true that both 
British Foreign Secretary Bevin 
and Secretary of State Marshall 
have emphasized these dangers. 
But if any compromise is to be 
reached at Moscow on the plans 
submitted by the Russian, British 
and American governments, it is 
obvious that such a compromise 
will have to provide for even more 
polit:cal centralization than that 
recommended by Great Britain 
and the United States. 

The only realistic note that has 
been struck at Moscow has come 
from the French Foreign Minis- 
ter Bidault. The French Govern- 
ment gravely warns that it is far 
too early to establish any national 
goverriment in Germany, or to 
permit the Germans to adopt a 
final constitution, and that the 
only start which should now be 
made in the political reconstruc- 
tion of Germany should be one 
which is limited to the develop- 
ment of state and municipal gov- 
ernment, 

The peoples of the Western de- 
mocracies will ultimately learn 
that in its approach to this all- 
important question the French 
Government is everlastingly right.

SCHOOL TAX RISE DEFEATED

Voters in St. Charles yesterday 
defeated a proposal to increase 
the school tax rate 62 cents on 
the $100 assessed valuation, to a 
new rate of $1.98.

voyage where it led. Virgil was 
that kind of a boy. At 10 he was 
a trapper of parts, snaring pos- 
sums, skunks and muskrats and 
once in a while a mink, Small 
fur-folk were many along 
stream, with dens in the rocks, 
and the boy knew where and how 
to set his traps. 

At the age of 14 he brought 
down his first wild turkey and at 
the age of 15 he killed his first 
deer with an old-time muzzle-load- 
ing rifle whose barrel was so long 
that he had to stand on a stump 
to load it. 

The boy was out after turkey 
in Night Hollow, calling from his 
blind, when a spike-horn buck, 
with dogs chasing him, stopped 
near by for a breather and stood 
there panting. Virgil wasn’t one 
to pass up a chance like that. Ha 
leveled the old muzzle-loader and 
blazed away and the buck 
dropped. 

Virgil wasn’t much older when 
he got his first wolf, which 
brought him a Winchester to take 
the place of the muzzle-loader. He 
was after turkey again when he 
came upon the wolf and winged 
it, but it got away. A week or so 
later he came upon its trail in the 
snow. He knew it was the same 
wolf because it was dragging a 
leg. The dogs brought it to a 
stand under a cliff. He tried for 
a shot, but he had fallen in the 
snow and wet the powder and thé 
gun misfired.

A “Man of Straw.” 


N the language of the business 
| world today a man of straw is 

a “dummy,” or as close to that 
condition of complete unimpor- 
tance as is implied in the particu- 
lar case. 


Sometimes the man of straw 
assumes the nominal ownership of 
a business or piece of property to 
enable the real owner to escape 
responsibility. His function may 
be as varied as the whole gamut 
of fraudulent and illegal trans- 
actions, all the way from the eva- 
sion of taxes to assuming respon- 
sibility in the event judgment for 
damages is rendered against the 
interests he serves; who have 
assets which might be “attached,” 
in the parlance of the court-room, 
while, he, having nothing, is 
“judgment-pfoof.” ‘ 

The expression has, of course, 
been used for the quite innocuous 
figure of the man who lends his 
name to a venture in which he 
takes no other part.

He hopes 
every hunter, trapper, woodsman 
and farmer will lend a hand to 
bring the industry back, 

There are many streams, he 
says, with plenty of food along 
the shores where thousands could 
thrivé. The income, he figures, 
would rate second to all the cattle 
raised in the state, with no ex- 
pense. For the past five years 
blanket beaver pelts have been 
ranging in price from $50 to $75, 
which is as much as a 3-year-old 
cow would sell for in normal 
times, 

At the beginning of World War 
II there was a great demand for 
beaver skins to be made up into 
aviator coats, so hundreds trapped 
Maine, Canada and Alaska and 
came back with furs worth thou- 
sands of dollars. It was like an- 
other Klondike, 

If the people of Missouri, Lynch 
says, could have seen the trappers 
returning, they would welcome the 
return of the animals and not

they might do in the way of cut- 
few alders, willows and 
poplars or flooding a little land. 
‘Let us all,” he pleads, “help 
bring the beaver industry back to 
our state.”
